BALTIMORE, MD., December 25.—Capt. F. 
Lewis Griffith, of the State police steamer 
Governor Thomas, arrived at Annapolis to-day, 
bringing the first definite news of an encoun- 
ter between the State force and a fleet of pirati- 
cal oyster dredgers. The Captain says that he 
had placed three of his men, for several days, 
on Poplar Isiand to get the names of vessels 
dredging on that bar, and on Tuesday night 
his men took to their yawl, the wind being 
light, to head off certain vessels which were 
dredging. As they started out, the State sloop 
Frolic, Capt. Kirwin, which had also been 


stealing upon dredgers, arrived and joined the 
Governor Thomas. The wind springing up, the 
two sloops, one of which is a steamer, shanted 
toward the scene of action, following in the 
wake of the Governor Thomas’ yaw! boats. The

The night was foggy, and the first we knew 
of the approsch of the tongmen was a blaze of 
light, which lit up the bay and called eve 
man on the deck.
